DIRECTIONS to the National Archives at College Park: 

BY CAR the new facility is approximately 40 minutes from downtown 
Washington, DC. Take North Capitol Street north, turn right onto 
Michigan Avenue, (Michigan Avenue becomes Queens Chapel Road in 
Maryland), continue to East West Highway, turn left on Adelphi 
Road and follow it to the National Archives entrance on the 
right. Parking is available. 

BY SHUTTLE from the National Archives in Washington, DC board the 
bus on 7th Street between Pennsylvania and Constitution Avenues. 
The shuttle leaves on the hour from 8 AM to 5 PM, returning to 
the downtown building from on the hour. Researchers may use the 
shuttle on a space available basis with National Archives staff 
members receiving priority boarding. 

BY METRO take the Green Line to the Prince Georges Plaza station. 
Board the R-3 Metro bus which stops at the College Park facility.
